The  Committee,  in  presenting  the  Eleventh  Annual  Report,  have 
again  the  satisfaction  of  bearing  their  strong  testimony  to  the  general 
efficiency  of  the  Institution. 

In  obedience  to  the  16  and  17  Viet.  cap.  97,  sec  62,  they  have  to 
state,  that  the  house  is  in  good  repair,  eminently  clean,  and  service¬ 
ably  furnished.

The  Committee  have  at  length  yielded  to  the  reiterated  remon¬ 
strances,  of  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy,  in  regard  to  the  Appoint¬ 
ment  of  a  “  Night  Watch.”  At  a  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Committee 
of  Visitors,  held  October  13th,  1859,— It  was  resolved,  “  That,  in  ac¬ 
cordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy, 
"  the  system  of  Night  Watching  be  adopted  in  this  Asylum,  and  that 
“  the  Visiting  Physician,  and  Medical  Superintendent  be  authorised  to 
“ take  the  necessary  measures  for  instituting  the  same  forthwith.” 
Up  to  that  date  the  Committee,  for  weighty  reasons,  had  stedfastly 
declined  to  accede  to  the  representations  of  the  Commissioners. 
Should  the  Committee’s  objections  prove,  after  a  fair  trial,  to  have  been 
well  founded,  there  can  be  no  difficulty  in  returning  to  the  former 
state  of  things,  and  thus  relieving  the  establishment  from  the  in¬ 
creased  expenditure,  which  -the  introduction  of  such  a  system  must 
inevitably  entail. 
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A  foul  linen  house  has  been  added  to  the  washing  department. 
Flie  result  has  answered  every  expectation.  All  contact  being  thus 
avoided  between  the  ordinary  bedding  and  clothing  of  the  establish¬ 
ment,  and  that  soiled  by  the  “  dirty,”  and  epileptic  patients, — the  latter 
too,  when  passed  on  to  the  laundry,  being  thoroughly  cleansed,  and  free 
from  all  taint. 

To  effect  this  sanitary  object,  it  became  necessary  to  remove  the 
lesser  washing  machine  from  the  wash-house,  into  the  foul  linen  house 
and  to  provide  another  in  its  place.  A  new  one  was  accordingly; 
made  upon  the  premises,  from  plans  prepared  by  Mr.  John  Robinson 
Clerk  and  Steward.  These  plans  were  previously  submitted  to  the 
consideration  of  the  Committee,  aud,  after  careful  inquiry,  approved  o  > 
and  adopted  by  them.  The  new  machine  has  been  in  active  opera 
tion  for  nearly  six  months,  and  has  been  pronounced,  by  eompeten  i 
judges,  to  be  the  best  yet  invented.  The  whole  of  the  week’s  washing] 
is  now  finished,  and  cleared  off,  by  an  early  hour  on  Tuesday  morning.. 

The  Committee  have  been  compelled  to  re-arrange  the  gas  apparatus 
It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  Cast-iron  Tank,  purchased  in  th 
first  instance,  was  erected  on  the  surface  of  the  ground.  It  follower 
that,  during  the  prevalence  of  severe  weather  in  the  winter,  the  water 
within  the  tank  was  frequently  frozen  to  the  depth  of  four  or  fiv 
inches.  At  such  times  it  was  found  utterly  impossible  to  generate 
an  adequate  supply  of  gas  for  the  requirements  of  the  InstitutioDi 
The  inconveniencies,  necessarily  arising  from  these  constantly  recurrin  i 
stoppages  in  the  “  lighting,”  occasioned  extreme  dissatisfaction  to  th; 
inmates,  and  great  annoyance  to  the  engineer  in  charge  of  the  works 
The  Committee  have  now  provided  an  effeqtual  remedy.  An  under 
ground  brick  Tank  has  been  sunk  and  formed  for  the  reception  &c* 
of  the  Gas-holder. 

It  having  been  represented  to  the  Committee,  that  the  Engines 
who  furnished  and  set  up  the  steam  boilers,  had  fallen  into 
“  grave  and  dangerous  error.”  Means  were  at  once  sought  for  to  rectii 
the  evil.  A  safeguard  was  suggested  by  the  officers  of  the  Institu 
tion.  The  propositions  drawn  up  by  them  were  laid  before  an  es 
perieuced  professional  gentleman,  and  confirmed  by  him. —  In  con 
formity  with  the  specification,  it  was  determined  that  the  Cast-iro: 
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1  auk  (no  longer  of  any  use  in  the  preparation  of  gas)  should  he  cou¬ 
rted  into  a  reservoir.  It  has  accordingly  been  removed,  audfplaced 
in  the  grounds  at  an  elevation  calculated  to  answer  everv  purpose  for 
which  it  will  be  required.  It  will  contain  a  volume  of  wale,-  anqdy  suffi.

i  .  It  may  be  as  well  to  add  that  the  amount  actually  expended,  at 
’  ere,lt  times>  1,1  rePainng  the  damages  incurred  by  the  want  of  a 
i  separate  provision  of  water  for  the  steam  boilers,  far  exceeds  the  total 
eost  of  placing  the  Cast  iron  Tank  in  its  present  position,  and  of  bring- 
1  ng  a  t  ie  lequisite  details,  connected  therewith,  into  thorough  work- 
ng  or  er.  Although  but  a  short  period  has  elapsed  since  these 
anges  dve  been  completed,  the  advantage  is  already  apparent.  The 
Steam  engine,  for  example,  under  the  existing  arrangement,  has  only  to 

fork  three  days  in  the  week,  instead  of  six,  as  heretofore :  thus 
avmg  a  sum  of  £20  per  annum. 

The  Committee  deem  it  right  to  notify,  that  these  alterations  and 
mprovements  have  been  carried  into  effect  without  any  charge  upon 

e  Counties  m  Union.  The  General  Statement  of  the  Accounts  will 
;^s  usual,  be  printed  with  this  Report. 

The  Receipts  and  Payments,  during  the  year,  have  been  strictly  ex- 
uned  by  an  official  accountant,  and  as  strictly  verified  by  two 
the  visitors,  specially  named  for  that  purpose.  '  The  auditors  are 

atified  m  being  able  again  to  record,  that  the  finances  are  in  a 
pund  and  satisfactory  condition. 

The  Commissioners  in  Lunacy,  in  their  report  of  April  15th,  1859, 

j>eak  of  the  -  deficiency  in  decorations  and  objects  of  interest,”  and 

[msequently  of  the  “  bare  and  cheerless  aspect  of  some  of  the  galleries 
Mid  day  rooms.” 

d  Ihe  pauper  patients  in  the  Asylum  seem  little  affected,  either  by  the 
|eSence  or  the  absence  of  such  accessories.  Still  it  is  plain,  that  an 
Jditional  number  of  Pleasant  prints,  &c.,  which  might  easily  he 
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procured  at  a  small  cost,  would  brighten  lip  the  bald  appearance  of  the 
apartments  alluded  to,  and  obviate  the  “  deficiency  ”  complained  of. 

In  a  subsequent  paragraph  of  the  same  report,  the  Comissioners 
urge  that  a  new  Chapel  should  be  built  for  the  performance  of  Divine 
Worship. 

The  Committee  take  leave  to  press  this  recommendation,  with  great 
earnestness,  upon  the  serious  notice  of  the  Magistrates  of  the  several 
Counties  in  Union.  The  Visitors  are  strongly  of  opinion,  not  only  that 
it  would  be  “desirable,”  but  that  it  would  indeed  “  materially  conduce 
“  to  the  comfort  and  benefit  of  the  patients,  to  erect  a  separate  Chapel, 
“and  to  convert  the  existing  Chapel  into  a  general  Dining  and  recrea- 
“  tion  Hall.”  They  entertain  a  matured  conviction,  that  this  Christian 
work  would  prove  a  permanent  blessing  to  the  Institution,  and,  in 
time  to  come,  exercise  a  powerful  influence  in  soothing  and  alle¬ 
viating  the  sufferings  of  those,  whom  it  may  please  the  Almighty  tot 
afflict  with  the  heaviest  of  all  human  calamities — loss  of  reason  ! 

The  Committee,  in  conclusion,  tender  their  warm  acknowledgements- 1 
to  the  Visiting  Physician,  and  Medical  Superintendent,  for  their  zealous* 
and  effective  co-operation,  and  their  hearty  thanks  to  the  Chaplain, 
the  Matron,  the  Steward,  and  other  Officials,  for  their  diligent  dis¬ 
charge  of  their  several  duties.

To  the  Chairman  and  Committee  of  Visitors  of  the  North  Wales 

Lunatic  Asylum .

-  The  annals  of  the  Asylum  have  been  so  ably  and  so  eomprehea- 
sively  set  forth  by  the  talented  gentleman  who  was  requested  to  draw 
out  the  Report  of  the  Committee  of  Visitors  for  last  year,  that  little 
remains  for  us  to  notice,  beyond  those  subjects  immediately  connected 
with  our  province  as  Medical  Officers. 

We  are  gratified  to  say,  that  the  health  of  the  house  has  been 
remarkably  good.  The  deaths  have  been  much  diminished  in  number 
as  compared  with  the  former  year,  and  the  cures  have  been  increased 
in  a  similar  proportion. 

We  are,  however,  compelled,  very  reluctantly,  to  repeat  our  protest, 
against  the  reckless  want  of  consideration  which  prevails  amongst 
many  parochial  officials  in  sending  patients  into  the  Asylum.  The 
aged,  the  moribund,  and  the  feeble,  continue  to  be  sent  in,  in  spite  of 
reiterated  remonstrances,  without  even  a  rational  hope  of  any  benefit 
being  derived  from  remedial  treatment ;  thereby  adding  to  the  expense 
of  their  parishes,  and  entailing  unmerited  odium  on  the  Asylum  by 
increasing  the  mortality. 

One  poor  man,  in  the  prime  of  life,  was  sent  from  a  long  distance, 
suffering  from  an  extensive  fracture  of  the  skull,  with  depression  of 
the  bone,  caused  by  an  injury  inflicted  nine  months  previous  to  his 
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admission.  He  had  been  confined  to  his  bed  for  that  period.  He  was 
extremely  feeble,  semi-comatose,  and  obliged  to  be  fed.  He  only 
survived  his  admission  a  few  days,  when  death  put  an  end  to  his 
sufferings.  Upon  examination,  after  death,  the  temporal,  parietal 
and  frontal  bones  were  found  fractured,  and  pressing  on  the  brain, 
and  with  partial  union  of  the  scalp.  The  constant  irritation  of  the 
fractured  bones  had  produced  an  abscess,  the  size  of  a  pigeon’s  egg, 
which  had  burst  and  discharged  itself  into  the  substance  of  the 
brain . 

It  is  to  be  regretted,  that  this  poor  man  had  not  been  sent  to  some 
Surgical  Hospital  immediately  after  the  accident,  or  some  attempt 
made  to  remove  the  fractured  portion  of  bone  before  the  fatal  pressure 
on  the  brain  had  produced  such  irreparable  consequences. 

Of  99  admitted,  27  were  discharged  cured,  and  12  only  remain  in 
the  house  with  any  prospect  of  recovery;  11  have  died,  6  of  whom 
were  in  a  most  feeble  condition,  and  upwards  of  70  years  of  age. 

We  venture  to  express  a  hope,  that  in  the  projected  Amended 
Lunacy  Bill  some  discretion  will  be  left  to  the  Superintendents  of 
Asylums  respecting  the  admission  of  patients. 

At  present,  the  Resident  Medical  Officer  has  no  discretion,  and  is 
compelled  to  admit  pauper  patients,  however  unfit  for  an  Asylum, 
if  they  are  brought  in  with  certificates  from  qualified  practitioners,  &c. 

We  have  no  change  to  notice  as  to  the  medical  and  moral  treatment 
of  the  patients,  or  of  their  employments  and  occupations. 

We  endeavour  to  impress  upon  the  attendants,  male  and  female, 
the  observance  of  that  “  Law  of  kindness  ”  which  has  always  been  the 
paramount  rule  and  practice  of  the  establishment,  and  any  deviation 
from  it  is  severely  reprobated,  and  dismissal  follows  as  the  con¬ 
sequence  of  a  repetition  of  such  an  offence. 

The  Christmas  Party,  or  the  Ball,  as  it  is  generally  termed,  was  a 
very  gratifying  spectacle,  and  attended  by  a  larger  number  of  patients 
than  usual,  in  consequence  of  the  freedom  from  illness  or  undue 
excitement  amongst  the  inmates.  Amongst  the  visitors  was  the 
Honorable  Mrs.  Rowley,  a  lady  who  has,  from  the  openiug  of  the 
house,  evinced  a  warm  interest  in  its  welfare,  and  who  has,  on  several 
occasions,  soothed  many  desolate  hearts  by  the  loan  and  gift  of 
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books,  and  little  presents  for  needle  work.  None  are  more  sus¬ 
ceptible  to  the  sentiment  of  being  cared  for  than  the  insane. 

The  recommendation  of  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  as  to  a  Night 
Watch  has  been  adopted  and  hitherto  satisfactorily. 

We  regret  to  state  that  the  "  Abblett  Fund  ”  has  languished  during 
the  past  year,  no  addition  having  been  made  to  its  funds.  We 
feel  assured  that  its  benevolent  objects  need  only  be  more  generally 
known  to  be  more  liberally  supported. 

We  cannot  conclude  without  a  grateful  tribute  of  thanks  to  the 
Chairman,  and  the  House  Committee,  for  their  confidence  and  sup¬ 
port,  and  our  Colleagues  in  Office  are  respectfully  assured  of  our 
high  sense  of  their  valuable  assistance.

COMMISSIONERS  IN  LUNACY. 


North  Wales  Counties  Asylum,  1 5th  April,  1859. 
We  have  this  day  visited  the  Asylum,  inspected  all  its  Wards  and 
Premises,  and  seen  all  the  Patients. 

The  changes  in  the  latter,  since  the  last  visit  of  the  Commissioners 
on  the  9th  June,  1858,  have  been  as  follows.—

As  the  mortality  has  been  large,  viz.:  at  the  rate  of  16  per  annum 
upon  the  average  number  of  patients,  we  have  made  special  enquiry 
upon  the  subject,  the  result  of  which  is,  that  12  of  the  deaths  were 
within  three  months  after  admission,  and  that  of  the  whole  number, 
more  than  one  half  were  attributeable  to  general  Paralysis  and  Ex¬ 
haustion.  There  has  been  no  disorder  of  an  epidemic  character.  The 
locality  is  healthy,  the  water  is  good  and  abundant,  and  the  diet  appears 
to  be  sufficient.

first  class,  aud  the  weekly  charge  for  the  remainder,  averages  about  15s. 

The  attendants,  including  the  Steward,  or  Head  Attendant,  and  a 
Head  Nurse,  are  eight  in  each  division.  There  are  also  a  Gardener, 
Shoemaker,  Tailor,  and  Joiner,  and  two  Laundry  Maids,  who  sleep  in 
the  Wards  and  assist  the  Nurses  on  Sundays. 

There  has  not,  as  yet,  been  established  any  system  of  Night  Watch, 
the  reason  assigned  for  which  is,  that  the  Night  Attendants  in  visit¬ 
ing  the  dormitories  would  have  to  pass  through  galleries  in  vhich 
patients  sleep,  aud  consequently  disturb  them. 

We  trust  that  this  objection,  if  it  be  one,  will  not  longer  be  per¬ 
mitted  to  delay  the  adoption  of  an  arrangement  which  extended  ex¬ 
perience  and  observations  in  other  Asylums  has  shewn  to  be  so 
beneficial. 

We  are  glad  to  learn  that  all  the  attendants  speak  Wrelsh. 

Restraint  is  never  employed.  No  patient  was  in  seclusion  at  the 
time  of  our  visit,  and  we  have  much  satisfaction  in  recording  the 
fact,  that  one  male  patient  only,  an  epileptic,  has  been  secluded  for 
two  days  since  the  last  visit. 

According  to  the  Ward  Returns,  about  sixty  patients  of  each  sex 
are  usually  employed  in  various  ways.  Of  the  male  patients,  18  are 
employed  in  the  garden  and  airing  courts,  and  nine  as  artificers ;  and 
of  the  females,  23  are  employed  in  needle  work  and  knitting,  and  18 
in  the  kitchen  and  laundries. 

The  Rector  of  Denbigh  continues  to  perform  Divine  Service  on 
j  Sunday  afternoon,  and  visits  the  Asylum,  converses  with  the  patients, 
i  and  reads  prayers  on  Wednesdays  and  Fridays. 

The  bodily  health  of  the  patients  generally  appears  to  be  good. 

Four  male  and  nine  female  patients  are  registered  as  under  medical 
treatment. 

We  found  the  patients  of  both  sexes  free  from  excitement,  suitably 
dressed,  and  clean  and  tidy  in  their  persons. 

The  several  day-rooms,  dormitories,  and  galleries,  and  the  beds  and 

beddings  were  clean  and  in  good  order,  and  the  air  thoughout  was 
untainted. 

Some  of  the  dormitories  are  deficient  in  cubical  space,  in  propor¬ 
tion  to  the  number  of  beds,  and  we  think  it  very  desirable  that  means 
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should  be  taken,  and  the  earliest  practicable  arrangements  made,  for 
reducing  the  number  of  beds  in  the  rooms  referred  to. 

In  reference  to  the  entry  of  the  last  visiting  Commissioners,  we 
have  to  report  that, 

1.  Some  of  the  windows  alluded  to  have  been  made  to  open,  and 
openings  for  ventilations  are  in  process  of  being  made,  as  recommended. 

2.  The  walls  of  the  airing  courts,  to  which  reference  was  made,  wil 
be  removed  as  soon  as  the  hedges  have  sufficiently  grown.  The  walls 
proposed  to  be  left  are  in  course  of  being  planted  out  and  covered 
with  creepers. 

3.  There  is  still  a  great  deficiency  in  decorations  and  objects  of 
interest,  and  some  of  the  galleries  and  day -rooms  have  consequently 
a  bare  and  cheerless  aspect.  We  refer  more  especially  to  those  of 
second  class  male  private  patients. 

We  desire,  in  conclusion,  to  submit  for  the  consideration  of  the 
visitors  whether  it  might  not  be  ,  desirable,  and  would  not  conduce 
materially,  to  the  comfort  and  benefit  of  the  patients  to  erect  a 
separate  chapel,  and  convert  the  existing  chapel  into  a  general 
dining  and  recreation  hall. 

We  have  satisfaction  in  recording  our  opinion,  that  the  condition  t 
and  management  of  the  Institution  are  creditable  to  the  Medical 
Superintendent  and  other  officers.
